While many national political experts 
have labeled March 8 as ‘‘Super Tues- 
day,’’ voting officials in Alabama and

crossed that the election won't be 
remembered as ‘‘Terrible Tuesday’’ 
because of the mass confusion centered 
around the elections and their possible im- 
plications concerning future elections. 

*‘What the people have are actually 
three elections,’’ stated county election 
supervisor Nell Harvison, ‘‘and the voters 
may vote in one or two, but not in three! 
If a voter wishes to vote for a Democratic 
candidate and delegates, he-she must sign 
the Democratic list before voting and then 
sign a second form if he-she wishes to vote 
on the amendments. 


“A voter who wants to vote for a 
Republican presidential candidate must 
sign the Republican list and then may vote 
for the candidate of his choice, and from 
the long list of delegates from the Con- 
gressional district, and from an even 
longer list of at-large delegates! 

“If a voter wishes to cast votes for 17 
of the 157 at-large Republican delegates, 
he must do so on a paper ballot upon com- 
pletion of the remainder of the voting. A 
Republican may also vote on the statewide 
Wie by signing the amendment 
ist.”’ 

While a voter must declare a party and 
sign a list identifying him-herself as a 
member of either the Democratic or 
Republican party, a voter who signs the 
Republican list may disqualify himself 
from voting this June in the Democratic

part of their child support obligation. 

Mrs. Harrison stated that property 
records are now being checked and anyone 
owning property such as cars, as well as 
other assets, needed to be aware that this 
property can be used in meeting child sup- 
port payments, 

She also reported that she will be at the 
courthouse on the dates of March 3, 21, 
22 an 31, to negotiate with people owing 
child support. The negotiations will take 
place prior to the time of the court hear- 
ing for anyone wishing to negotiate a set- 
tlement. All cases that are not settled in 
the negotiations will be carried over to the 
court hearing.

in 129 cases, The total of 299 cases was 
down from a four-year high of 322 in 
1986, 


It was also reported that Myrna. 


Rhoades, Natalie’ Kimble and Mrs. 
Hansen attended the Regional Foster Care 
Network meeting recently, and that in the 
future foster parents, workers and super- 
visors from the 13 county area will meet 
quarterly to plan new methods of foster 
parent recruiting and training, 


Community Resources supervisor Glen- 
da Smith stated that during January 
presentations were made to the Elba 
Rotary Club and the Enterprise Pilot Club, 
and at both meetings the discussions 
centered around the needs of the county. 
Mrs. Smith added that the needs of volun- 
tary services and the needs of the elderly 
were also a source of concern by all pre- 
sent at the meetings. 

Eligibility and Child Support supervisor 
Dianne Parker reported that in January the 
local office had an ADC (Aid to Depen- 
dent Children) fraud case in court and 
stated\that the client pled guilty and was 
ordered to make restitution. 

Mrs. Parker stated that the implemen- 
tation of the IEVS Interim Claims System 
for Public Assistance Cases, which comes 
into effect this month (March, 1988), has 
kept the eligibility workers extra busy. 
The workers have reportedly been com- 
pleting a claim form on each of their clos- 
ed cases with overpayments and potential 
overpayments, The notices have been sent 
to the clients regarding the overpayments 
and have resulted in some voluntary 
repayments on the claims. 

January was reported to be the highest 
child support collection month in recent 
memory and it is expected that 1988 will 
be a big year in the collection of payments. 
Total payments for the month amounted 
to $37,189.15,

61 designated disaster areas 


Goy. Guy Hunt announced last week 
that the U.S. Dept. of Agriculture has 
designated 61 Alabama counties as natural 
disaster areas because of damage they sus- 
tained in 1987's 11-month drought. 

Drought conditions from Jan, through 
Nov., 1987, caused widespread crop 
damage to soybeans, hay, pastures and 
peanuts, On Jan, 8, 1988, Hunt asked the 
agriculture department to declare 53 coun- 
ties as disaster areas, thus making low- 
interest loans available to farmers through 
the Farmers Home Administration 
(FmHA), 

After reviewing damage assessment 
reports for the 53 counties, the Dept. of 


Agriculture determined that 31 of them 
had sustained sufficient damage to war- 
rant a ‘‘primary-county”’ disaster designa- 
tion, Thirty other contiguous counties 
were also included in the declaration, Hunt 
said. 


Among the 31 primary counties were! 
Butler, Henry and Pike, while the 30 con- 
tiguous counties included Bullock, Cof- 
fee, Conecuh, Covington, Crenshaw, 
Dale and Houston,

Our business is one that puts gray hair on your head prematurely. Tuesday of this 
week was surely one of those peak days when only the healthy survive. However, 
we were brought back to reality when another local businessman, who was also hav- 
ing his problems, offered to swap even with us. He would take the newspaper with 
all its problems and we would take his business and a different set of problems. 
Needless to say, we didn’t entertain that offer very long. 


We have an election next Tuesday. It is called **Super Tuesday.’’ Somehow or other, 
we are going to select delegates to the Democratic and Republican conventions who 
will then select us a couple of presidential candidates for the November election. 
We are still finding a lot of people wanting to vote for a Republican for president 
but reserve their legal rights to vote for Democratic candidates in the local elections 
in June. Well, folks, we don’t advise it. Yes, you could probably get away with it 
legally, but then again you might not - and it just ain’t worth the chance. However, 
let us point out that your vote next Tuesday will have nothing at all to do with your 
ability to vote in the Elba city elections later this year. Those are not associated with 


any political party and you can vote side 


by side with those who voted Democrat 


or Republican - or however, Frankly, we are going to either cast our vote for the 
Democrats or just on the amendments, because we are going to have our say in the 
county commission race, judges’ race, etc., in Coffee County come June.

No. 2 eliminates an unfairness in which 
we tax companies owned outside of Alabama, and thus may keep some business from 
coming in here and putting our folks to work. No. 3 is long overdue and its purpose 
is to prevent state legislators from passing bills in Montgomery that cost the county 
commissions money without the commissions themselves having any say-so on the 
matter. Under this new law, any lawmaker wishing to spend county money would 
have to have the approval of that county before he could pass any such local bill. 
Otherwise, said-lawmaker must furnish the extra money if he or she is going to man- 
date ifs expenditure. They can still pass such laws, but the lead time is longer and 
puts the lawmakers and commissioners on notice of just what is going on. No, 4 
probably will not do a whole lot, but is worth the effort. It allows some redevelop- 
ment zones in blighted areas. It will allow local governments to set up such districts 
and give them favored tax benefits. This too might put some folks to work. No. 5 
is a no-no. It allows a bunch of elected officials to get in on the state retirement pro- 
gram. We strongly feel people should seek public office as a civic duty, and not as 
a retirement fund, We will fight you over this deal, Also, No. 6 is a no-no. We have 


no objections to a country music hall of fame 


- in fact like the idea - but this thing 


is so filled with trash, it shouldn't have been allowed on the ballot. It exempts the 
board trom any parts of the state law, including bid laws, limits on personal expenses, 
allows them to issue more bonds *‘if they need it,’’ and then says that when doing 
all this, if they have spent their money and can’t repay the bonds, we will step in 
and do it for them. Vote *‘no’’ on 5 and 6 is what | plan to do. Come back next 
year with a cleaned-up bill and we will support the country music hall of fame and 
even take our Hank: Williams Jr. fan club member son up there

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Planting Dog woods 


Dogwoods are favorite orna- 
mentals for many Coffee Countians. 
And it’s best to plant them in fall or 
winter, 

The dogwood does best in a 
slightly acid, moist, fertile loam soil, 
You can improve the soil by mixing 
peat moss or leafmold with the soil in 
the planting hole, 

Dogwoods also benefit from a 
mulch of leaves or other coarse 
organic material. This keeps the soil 
moist near the surface where the 
tree’s shallow root system is most 
active and protects the trunk from 
lawnmower damage. 

Dogwoods are very peculiar 
trees, In other words, they like to 
grow under another tree. I have also 
heard that if you are transplanting 
trees from the wild, you need to 
plant these trees the same way they 
were growing in the woods. In other 
words, the north side of the tree in 
the woods should be the north side of 
the tree when you replant it. I have 
seen no research on this, but I have 
heard a lot of growers say this will 
work, 


Garden Sunlight Needs 


Coffee County gardners are gett- 
ing ready for a new growing season. 
As you plan your garden this year, 
take into account the amount of 
Sunlight needed by various 
vegetables, 

All vegetables need some sun- 
light, The garden site should receive 
at least six hours of direct sun every 
day, and eight to ten hours is ideai.

As a part of my work activities, I 
‘have’ a great deal of contact with 
school children from grades kinder- 
zarten through the senior year. More 
of my time, however, is spent with 
grades nine through twelve, It has 
been my finding that these young 
people generally are thirsty for 
knowledge. They want someone to 
hear what they are saying. They 
want someone to listen and they 
want and need questions answered. 

Some of their rebellion is for 
attention. This often is the only way 
they can get noticed. They sure get 
noticed, but for all the wrong 
reasons. 

One thing I have also noted is 
that majority of these young people 
understand that they share in the 
responsibility for the family relation- 
ship being what it should be. They 
want, need, and are due, respect as 
people. It’s just as simple as the little 
slogan, ‘‘Kids are people too.’’ All 
people have feelings. Sometimes 


‘ adults tend to forget that their 


children have feelings and that their 
questions need answering just as 
badly in the teenage years as do the 
hundreds of little questions when 
they are beginning to discover the 
world around them. 

As they begin the very difficult 
trip through their teenage years, 


they will discover a whole lot more 
than their toes, birds, and bugs. 
Sure teens are going to take chances 
and try new things, but the things 
they try and the chances they take 
will have a great deal to do with what 
kind of foundation you as a parent 
have laid.

2:45 mean?

Acts 2:45 says, ‘‘And sold their possessions and goods, and 
parted them to all men, as every man had need,” 

First, at this time the disciples were multiplying so fast that 
there were’ thousands of new converts to Christianity. Secondly, 
many thousands of people were cared for without charge at the feast 


at Jerusalem, 


Therefore, a sort of community of goods was no 


strange thing in Jewry at such times. p 
This particular community idea was carried further and longer 
than at a feast. Multitudes were staying longer due to the revival 
‘and strange happenings, making it necessary to provide for the 
eople. Many sold their possessions (not necessarily their homes 
But extra possessions) in order that everyone could be provided for. 
This was only temporary during the revival and was not practiced at 


Jerusalem or elsewhere. 


The fact that collections were later taken only for the poor and 
not for the church proves that not all the church was poor (1 Cor, 
16:1; 2 Cor. 8 & 9). No one was forced to sell anything for the 
common cause, as provided in Acts 5:4. , 

However, we are obligated to help one another in the body of 
Christ. In Ephesians 1:22-23 we see that the church (people who 
make up the church) is called the body of Christ. Also, Colossians 
1:18 tells us Christ is called the head of this body, and in Colossians 
1:24 the church is called his (Christ’s) body. Romans 12:4-5, ‘‘For as 
we have many members in one body, and all members have not the 
same office; so we, being many, are one body in Christ, and 
everyone members one of another.’’ Knowing this, it is easy to see 
Matt. 25:35-36, ‘‘For I (Jesus) was an hungered, and ye gave me 
meat; I was thirsty, and ye gave me drink; I was a stranger and ye 
took me in; naked, and ye clothed me; I was sick and ye visited me; I 
was in prison and ye came to me,’’ 5 

Verse 40b says, ‘Inasmuch as ye have done it unto the least of 
these my brethren, ye have done it unto me.’’ So we can see that 
the Lord considers anything that we do, good or bad, to our fellow 
Christians as doing it to Him, So we minister to the Lord when we 
minister to the needs of individuals in the body of Christ, the 
church, We can also see that God expects us, as individuals, to take 
the personal responsibility in helping others. : 

Some would rather it be as it was in Jerusalem, but God wants it 
on an individual, one-on-one basis. In I John 3:17, ‘*But who hath

in our history. Yet, are we seeing 
revivals take place? NO! Why is this 
so? 

Isaiah reveals that God said, 
‘‘When the land becomes fat, then 
the people forget God!’’ Has this 
happened tous? Have we forgotten 
God? Has prosperity caused us to

continual gossip, slander and backbiting going on in the church world 

And because of the different human

temperaments, we don’t all feel comfortable worshiping in the same 
manner. Some are less emotional, so therefore they prefer worshiping 
God in a gentle and moderate fashion, whereas others are more 
emotional and enjoy worshiping in an exciting, intense and passionate 
manner, Some like music loud, some like it soft, and others don’t like it 
at all. As a result of our likes and dislikes, comforts and discomforts, 
thoughts and ideas, we have become judges and critics of each other. 
As James says, we have become judges rather than doers. 

There are two fundamental reasons why James condemhs this. 
First, it is a breach of the royal law spoken about in James 2:8, which 
says we should ‘‘love our neighbors as ourselves.’’ Obviously we 
cannot do that and gossip and talk about them just because they don’t 
do things the way we think they should. Now, if we break a law’ 
knowlingly, we set ourselves above the law, therefore making. 
ourselves a judge of the law. Our duty is not to judge the law but to 
Secondly, it is an infringement of the prerogative of God, 


obey it. 
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¢ When we talk about someone, we pass judgment upon them, and no 
¢ human being has the right to judge any other; the right of judgment 
$ belongs to God alone because He is the lawgiver. 

3 We as brethren in Christ should consider every statement that we 
s make to determine whether or not it is true and whether it helps or 
® harms, Just because something is true doesn’t give us the liberty to 
¢ speak it, especially if it furthers the harm that has already been done. 
e Much of the time the malicious talk and gossip do far more harm to the 
¢ Kingdom of God than the sin that was committed. The initial sin is 
$ forgiven upon repentance, but the talk that follows continues to harm 
$ and hinder the work of God long after the sin is under the blood. This 
$ ought not to be, for our responsibility as brethren in Christ is to build

William Cowper reminds in the familiar hymn, ‘‘There is a fountain 
filled with blood, drawn from Immanuel’s vein, and sinners plunged 


the only remedy for the guilty stains of sin, Although many wish to 
minimize or forget entirely the blood of Christ, it is the only hope for 
sinners. Blood has always played a part in God’s plan for redeeming 
man, Abel offered the firstlings of his flock in sacrifice to God, and the 
Mosaic covenant was dedicated with the blood of animals (Ex. 24:8). 
Each lamb sacrificed under the old law pointed to ‘‘the precious blood 
of Christ, as of a lamb without blemish and spot’’ (1 Pet. 1:19). 
Without blood there is no physical life, for truly ‘‘the life of the 
flesh is in the blood’’ (Lev. 17:11). The word ‘‘blood’’ cannot be 
misunderstood, because it has but one meaning wherever one may go. 
Blood is precious, and more precious still is the blood of Christ, As he 
instituted the observance of the Lord’s supper for his followers, Jesus 
said of the cup, ‘‘this is my blood of the new testament, which is shed 
for many for the remission of sins’’ (Matt. 26:28). He became our great 
high priest, ‘neither by the blood of goats and calves, but by his own 


forgiveness of sins, and eternal redemption. 

The remission of our sins required the shedding of the blood of 
Christ, which was accomplished through His death. Since He has died 
for us, so that we may have the forgiveness of our sins, it becomes 
necessary for us to do something to receive that forgiveness. We must 
somehow become associated with His blood shed in death. 

Paul tells us that we become associated with Christ in His death 
through baptism in water. ‘Know ye not that so many of us as were 
baptized into Jesus Christ were baptized into his death? Therefore we 
are buried with him by baptism into death: that like as Christ was 
raised up from the dead by the glory of the Father, even so we also 
should walk in newness of life’’ (Rom. 6:3-4). Paul, as he wrote to the 


Immersion. in water, he was saying, is the perfect 
image of being buried with Christ, and then rising from the waters of 
baptism, as a resurrection, to walk in newness of life. He even uses the 
image of our old man of sin being crucified with Christ (Rom, 6:5-9), 
Just as it was necessary for the blood of Jesus to be shed for us, it is 
necessary for us to contact that blood through baptism.

AIDS Course To Be 
Taught At Zion Chapel

is an acronym for Acquired 
Immunie Deficiency Syndrome, a 
deadly disease that destroys the 
body’s immune and neurological 
systems. Zion Chapel High School 


Students have recently taken a 
week-long course pertaining to 
AIDS 


Four teachers at Zion Chapel 
were specially trained to teach the 
course. Mrs. Anita Grant, 
Coach Tom Walker, Mrs. Marsha 
Oggs and Mrs. Melinda Hodge took 
an eight-hour course in AIDS 
instruction on Jan. 15, at Project 
Independence. This course was 
taught by Mrs. June Brown and Mrs. 
Peggy Waldrop. 

Male and female students were 
separated into different classrooms 
and combined with another grade. 
The seventh and eighth grades were 
combined; ninth and tenth, and 
eleventh and twelfth. 

Students learned that AIDS is 
caused by a virus called HIV-l, 
which stands for Human Immuno- 
deficiency Virus-1. HIV-1 attacks the 
white blood cells in the human blood. 
T-cells, a kind of white blood cell that 
is important in the control of viruses, 
fungi and bacteria, are attacked and 
destroyed by the HIV-1 virus. As the 
cells are attacked by this virus, the 
body produces antibodies 
chemicals that stay in the blood 
stream and fight viruses. Unfortu- 
nately the antibodies are not strong 
enough to fight HIV-i, and more 
T-cells are destroyed. 

As the body’s immune system is 
destroyed, the AIDS victim becomes 
weak and susceptible to ‘‘oppor- 
tunistic’’ diseases - those that are 
rare and normally fought off by the 
immune system. A person who 
catches AIDS will die; there is no 
cure. But it is not AIDS that actually 


kills the patient. AIDS victims die 
from the diseases they catch and are 
unable to fight because of the 


destruction of their immune system. 

Each teacher had a complete 
programmed text, an outline to use, 
to heip them with class instruction. 
Students received handouts that 
were discussed during class. Each 
teacher had transparencies identical 
to these handouts which they could 
project on a large screen for the 
whole class to view. There were also 
two VCR tapes available for use. 

Some students were exempt from 
the AIDS course at the request of 
their parents. Every student’s 
parents were informed of the course 
in advance by a letter from Supt. 
Clayton Bryant. 

When asked how she felt about 
the exemption of some students, 
Mrs. Oggs said, ‘‘Parents have to do 
what they consider is best for their 
children; however, they need to be 
aware that AIDS won’t go away if we 
don’t talk about it, and that not 
knowing about it doesn’t mean you 


‘can’t get it.’”’ 
Students had similar opinions 
about the AIDS course. Senior 


Lavonia Johnson said she believed it 
was something everyone should be 
taught. She added, “They should 


also teach a sex education course. 
Some students may be unaware of 
many: things and their parents 
might be uncomfortable explaining 
it. This way we’d know they’d get 
the information they need.”’ 

Sophomore Todd Rugg agreed 
that the AIDS course was a good 
idea, and all students should know 
aboutit. ‘If we don’t know about it, 
we can’t stop it,”’ he said. 

Cheryl Fuller, a junior, added, 
“All teenagers should know about it. 
The course is very detailed.”

county high schools. 

The first Saturday school will be 
March 5. 

Students who have committed 
Class I, I or If disciplinary 
infractions will be assigned to 
Saturday school, as well as students 
who are truant. For every hour of 
school missed the student will be 
assigned one hour of Saturday 
school, 

Excessive tardiness will be con- 
sidered truancy from class and will 
result in the student’s referral to 
Saturday school. After a student’s 
third referral: to the principal for 
tardiness, that student will be 
assigned to attend Saturday school 
for two hours. A student who is 
referred four times during a given 
semester will be assigned to 
Saturday school for four hours. Five 
referrals will result in being assigned 
for six hours. 

Class I infractions require three 
referrals before being assigned to 
Saturday school, including excessive 
class behavior that is a distraction, 
littering, excessive class tardies, 
using profanity, nonconformity to 
dress code, inappropriate display of 
affection, refusal to complete 
assignments, failure to follow 
instructions, and any other violation 
that an administrator feels should fit 
this category. 

Misbehavior on a school bus is a 
Class lL infraction, but a student can 
be assigned to Saturday school on 
the first violation. 

For Class I infractions, students 
can be assigned to four hours/one 
day in Saturday school, Eight hours/ 
two days can be assigned for Class II 
infractions and 12 hours/three days 
can be assigned for Class Ill. Class 
IV infractions mean automatic 
Suspension pending board action. 

Class II infractions include 
intimidating another student, partic- 
ipating in gambling for exchange of 
money, intentionally providing false 
information, pushing or intentionally 


touching another student (not 
fighting), defying authority, 
knowingly possessing stolen 
property, threatening someone 


either in written form or verbally, 
possessing a weapon, using obscene 
manifestations (verbal, written or 
gestures), truancy, a second or a 
more severe disturbance on a bus; 
using or possessing tobacco, and any 
other violation an administrator feels 
should fit this category. 

Class Ill offenses include fighting 
with no weapon invovied, second 
Offense of using or possessing 
tobacco products, defiance or dis- 
respect to faculty members, second 
offense of truancy, vandalism, theft 
and any other violation an adminis- 
trator feels should fit into this 
category. 

Possession or use of drugs/ or 
alcohol, fighting with a weapon, and 
any other offense an administrator 
thinks is necessary within this 
category are the Class IV violations. 

If a student is recommended for 
Saturday school, his/her parents will 
be notified in writing. 

Saturday school starts promptly 
at8 a.m. The entrance will be locked 
at 8 and students will not be allowed 
in afterward. Ifa student is unable 


‘student is 


to attend, parents should contact the 
school principal who will determine 
if an emergency exists. If it’s not 
recognized as an emergency, the 
to be reassigned to 
Saturday school the following two 
Saturdays. 

Saturday school may be utilized 
disciplinary measure a 
maximum of 20 hours per student in 
a school year. After 20 hours of 
Saturday school, alternative methods 
of discipline may be utilized. Any 
Saturday missed without justification 
must’ be-made up with an extra 
Saturday for each one missed. 
Failure to attend for two Saturdays 
will result in referral to the superin- 
tendent for further action. 

Transportation to and from 
Saturday school must be provided by 
each student. No snacks or soft 
drinks will be allowed, and a 
ten-minute break will be given at 10, 
giving students a chance to use the 
restroom and get water. 

During Saturday school students 
may study, read silently, do home- 
work, work on assignments given to 
them by their teachers, or sit quietly. 
Students may not sleep, commu- 
nicate with others in any way, and 
must sit up at all times. 

Students may not leave their 
desk without teacher’s permission 
for any reason. Shoulda student 
become unruly or refuse to complete 
assignments, he/she will be asked to 
leave and a conference with the 
administrator must be held before 
the student will be allowed to return 
to school, Disciplinary action as a 
result of such an incident shall be at 
the discretion of the administrator.

1% Ibs, Ground Chuck 
1 Large Onion (chopped) 
1 Tbs. Vegetable Oil 


1 Pkg. Pillsbury Hot Roll Mix 
1/2 Cup Green Pepper (chopped) 
3/4 Cup Soy Sauce 
Don’t Add Salt 


Cook onion and pepper in vegetable oil until tender, Remove from pan. 
Cook meat until all the red color is gone. Put onion and pepper back in pan 
with meat. Add soy sauce and continue to cook on low heat for about 20 
minutes. Then cool, 

Make up roll mix by directions on package and then let it rise for about an 
hour, Start pinching off dough (about one heaping tablespoon) and roll into 
balls a little smaller than a golf ball. After all is pinched off take each ball and 
press out with fingers. Place about a soup spoon of drained meat mixture in 
center. Then bring dough together at top and press together. Turn upside 
down on cookie sheet and let rise for about an hour. 

Bake at 350 degrees for about 20 minutes or until brown. 

Note: Pruskis freeze real well. To use thaw and split top and put a little 
pat of butter in middle and heat in oven.

“The herbicide spraying in 
Coffee County will not kill the 
grass;’’ stated Pool, ‘‘it will only kill 
the fast-growing weeds. While the 
State uses a herbicide that keeps the 
area sprayed brown for a number of 
months, the chemical to be used in 
the county will only result in a 
brown-out for a couple of weeks, 

*‘What we’ve got planned is to 
Spray the weeds along the right-of- 
way when they get about a foot tall. 
The herbicide will kill the weeds, and 
while the grass keeps growing, the 
area will appear brown for a couple 
of weeks, The grass will remain 
green and will be visible; we’re not 
going to kill everything that is 
growing in the area - just the 
weeds!”’ 


In a recent letter Attorney 
General Siegelman stated that while 
Alabama is called ‘“‘Alabama the 
Beautiful,’’ the natural beauty is 
being marred by litter and herbicide 
Spraying, 


“The state highway department 
Sprays herbicides along our 
roadways, and these poisons have 
Killed many of our native wild 
flowers, trees and the crimson clover 
that once bordered our highways,”’ 
wrote Siegelman, ‘This Spraying 
has turned Alabama's roadsides 
brown and presents a bad image to 
the many visitors and tourists who 
use our highways. 

“The state highway depart- 
ment’s spraying program needs to 
be abandoned in favor of a roadside 
beautification program that will 


replant crimson clover and indig- 
enous flowers and trees along our 
roadways and highways. Such a 
beautification program would also 
Save the state money spent on costly 
herbicides.” 


“Tl really can’t answer just why 
the clover is no longer growing along 
the roadways,’’ said Pool, ‘‘but I do 
know that it is cheaper to spray 
herbicides than it is to purchase the 
equipment needed to keep the 
right-of-way cut. We have 450 miles 
of paved roads in this county and our 
plans to spray twice and then cut 
the shoulders in the fall is the most 
economical and the best plan for the 
county.”

Cutbacks continue to mount 


for 1988 Ft. Rucker budget 


Ft. Rucker has received further 
cuts to its fiscal year 1988 (Oct. 1, 
1987 - Sept. 30, 1988) budget, 
making the year’s total budget now 
$265 million. FY 87’s was $306 
million, 

The major impact area is in the 
Army Aviation Center’s lifeline, 
flight training, with a loss beginning 
April 1 of $12 million and 820 
Students. Added to the decrement 
that became effective in February, 
the fiscal year’s planned student 
load of 6,600 is reduced by one-third, 

New training cuts will impact in 
initial entry aviator training and in 
new systems training courses for the 
AH-64, UH-60, CH-47D and 
OH-58D. Previous reductions were 
in the lower-cost graduate courses, 
such as instrument flight examiner, 
rotary wing qualifications and rotary 
wing aviator refresher training. 


The reduction in flight training 
affects two major contractors: 
Sikorsky Support Services, Inc., 
which has the maintenance and 
refueling contracts, and Pan Am 
Support Services, Inc., the rotary 
wing flight contractor, : 
contractor. 

FlightSafety International, con- 
tractor for the fixed wing multi- 
engine qualification course, will not 
sustain additional reductions. 

The civilian work force will also 
feel the budget crunch because the 
civilian strength has to be reduced 
100 spaces by the end of FY 88. 
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However, Col. Willis R. Bunting, 
chief of staff, stressed that no 
general reduction-in-force is

Actions to alleviate that are a 
total hiring freeze put into effect
